DESERTION AND DEATH. 


Sad Suicide of Sara Stew- 
art at the Burling- 
ton Hotel. 


Saved After One Attempt, 
But Success Crowhs the 
Second Effort. 


Left Dishonored by Her Paramour, E. L. 
Williams, She Ends Ser Life—The Iden- 
tity of the Scoundrel Unknown—Notes 
Left by the Dead Giri in Her chamber 
How She Was Identified — A Mother’s 
Grief—Peculiar Circumstances Surround- 
ing the Case. 


Sara Stewart died at 12:80 o’clock this morn- 
ing in the Hotel Burlington, a lodging- house 
conducted by J. H. Morris, at Seventh and 
Pine streets. Her death was due to opium 
poisoning. All that was known of the woman 
in the hotel was she had appeared there for 
the first time on Monday night in 
company with a man ho said 
she was his wife. This man had 
registered E. O. Williams’’ simply. He had 
not written the and wife“ which is usual in 
such cases, nor had he given his place of resi- 
dence. They were assigned to aroom by the 
clerk on watch and nothing more was seen of 
them that night. Williams“ paid in ad 
vance for several days and on Thursday in- 
formed the clerk that he was going 
away. He paid for three days kor 
the woman, and said he would 
be responsible for her bills. He was unknown 
in the house, but as he paid his way no ques- 
tions were asked. The woman stayed in her 
room all day Thursday and Friday morning 
went out for a short time. About 10 
o’clock a chambermaid passing the 
room heard heavy breathing, entered and 
saw the woman lying on the bed apparentiy 
very ill, The chambermaid informed the 
clerk who sent for Dr. J.D. Irwin of 205% 
North Eighth street. Dr. Irwin found her 
suffering from 

OPIUM POISONING 

administered antidotes which relieved 
her. She regained consciousness, but did not 
talk much. She seemed only anxious to 
know who had sent for me, Dr. Irwin said 
to-day. 
and expected an answer yesterday morning. 
I did got question her as to who she wae or 
why she Had tried to EW! herself, and she vol- 
unteered no information. 

At about 12 o’clock last night the same 
heavy breathing was heard in the hall by 
some one passing. Again Dr. Irwin was 
called, and though he worked for half an hour 
with her, failed to enliven the spark 
that was almost out when he arrived. The 
chambermaid had entered the room at 10 
o’clock and bad found the woman sleeping 
quietly. She had so reported to the olerk 
and no fear was entertained that she would 
make a second attempt to kill herself. When 
the first attempt was made the room 
had been carefully searched by the 
hotel employes, and only one bottle 
that had contained laudanum could be found. 
The woman did not leave her room between 
the time ofthe first and second attempt. So 
it was thought bythe peopie in the hotel that 
she had not taken more iaudanum when she 
was discovered unconscious in the room last 
night. But then they found a second small 
bottle that she had evidently secreted in the 
bed or about her clothing.

Mr. Lewis is a rela- 
tive of Moise by marriage and was well ac- 
quainted with all his relatives.

The. body of the unknown girl was left at the 
Burlington until about 11 o’clock this morn- 
ing, when it was removed to the Morgue by 
the city undertaker. The body was that of 
a girl about 20 years old. She was well formed 
and ber features were regular. Her hair was 
almost black and 2 and her eyes dark 
brown. She wore on the second finger of her 
right hand a band ring of the three cut’’ 
pattern, thatis, it had the appearance of be- 
ing three narrow rings held together by some 
means. Her only garments weres coarse, 
cotton chemese and striped stockings. Her 
dress, hat and shoes, which were taken to the 
Morxue, were laid at her feet. Her shoes were 
worn and soiled. Her dress was a cheap affair of 
dark green cloth. Her bonnet was shell- 
shaped and had one blue feather in it. 

In one of her stockings the Morgue keeper 
found the following letter, which had been 
overlooked previously. It was written in 
pencil and inascrawling hand. The writing

This was the first hint that the police or Cor- 
oner had of the girl’s identity. She was 

laced on the books as Sara Stewart, and later 

enry Wakeman of 203342 Franklin avenue in- 
formed the Coroner that he had known the 
girl intimately for three years. He had 
received a note fsom her yesterday and 
called to see her at the Burlington last nigbt. 
In the note she said she intended to kill her- 
self. They told him at the office desk that she 
was sleeping when he called, and he did not 
disturb her. An attempt was made to see 
Wakeman by a PosT-DISPATCH reporter, but 
he was not at the address given. 

MRS. 8. E. CAMPBELL, 
mother-in-law of K. L. Moise, was seen at the 
Lafayette Park Hotel, where she is at present 
nursing a friend, who has been sick for some 
days past. Mrs. Campbell explained 
that Mr. Moise was her son-in-law and was in 
charge of the grocery store on Twenty-second 
street and Chouteau avenue, Mrs. Campbell 
and her daughter being partners in the store 
while Moise was employed to look 
alter it. As far as the — 
woman Sara Stewart was concern 
Mrs. Campbell knew nothing, having neither 
known nor seen the girlor even ever heard 
Der spoken of. She said: ‘‘This is the firat 
Ihave beard of the matter except what 1 saw 
in the morning papers,butthat gave no names 
so 1 did not for a moment suspect 
that any of my family was in any way con- 
nected with the matter. Mr. Moise,I am 
sure, has never been 8 during the last 
week. He and his wife live with me at 
No. 1116 Second Oarondelet avenue. 
I was at home on Wednesday 
afternoon and saw him there. Wednesday 
night I spent here at the hotel I don't think 
that he would use my name in any way, as he 
has no authority to do so, and 1 don’t be- 
lieve that he was in any way connected 
with the matter. { do not know of any ene- 
mies of his who would wry to fasten sucha 
thing on dlm, as none who know enough about 
him would be capable of such a thing.’’ 

MRS. NANCY STEWART 
of No. 4819 North Eleventh street, the mother 
of the giri, called at the Morgue this after- 
noon to view the body of herchild. She wept 
most bitterly, and it was some time before 
she had recovered sufficiently to ive 
her testimony before the Ooroner. rs. 
Stewart isa widow, probably 48 years of age 
and she stated that the giri atthe Morgue was 
her daughter, and was i8 years of age. She 
was a native of Lincoln Vounty, Mo., but had 
been living in the city of St. Louis some time. 
The girl was a house servant, and so far as 
the mother knew, was last employed at 
4318 North Eleventh street, only a 
tew doors from theirbome. She last saw her 
daughter alive four months ago at the house 
where Sara was employed. Her daughter 
had left there later and she did not know 
where she had been since. The mother knew 
nothing of the girl’s intimacy with any man 
nor of the circumstances surrounding her 
death. She had only learned of her daugh- 
ters death this morning.

THE TORIEZ FEELING BAD OVER THE 
DEWSBURY ELECTION DEFEAT. 


The Increased Liberal Majority—Lord Ran- 
dolph Charcehill on Sackyiile’s Dismissal 
—The Queensiand Governorsh!p—Mr, 
Bright’s Condition—Milan and Natalie— 
The Gilly Libel Case—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Loxpox, November 17.—Some of the minis- 
terial papers try to make the best they can of 
the figures of the Dewsbury election, but the 
Times, witich may be said to have stood spon- 
sor for Arnold Foster, significantly makes no 
reference whatever to the most important 
news of the day. Foster is a nephew and 
adopted son of the late W. E. Foster, and, 
although about 85 years old, he looks a mere 
boy. He holds an important post in the pub- 
lishing house of Cassell. When the 
late Mr. Foster quarreled with Glad- 
stone and attacked him in the Times, 
Arnold Foster acted as a go-between to the 
Times office. Foralong time he was believed 
to be the author of the ‘‘Parnellism and 
Crime’’ articles. This was not the case, but 
it is certain that he provided materials out of 
papers left by hig uncle which the Unionists 
made a desperate struggleto get. The Liveral 
majority is 2,108. A curious feature is the 
Unionist and Liberal increased vote com- 
pared with the last election. In the case of 
the Liberals the figures show that a large 
number of voters rallied to the support of 
home rule, Oldroys being a man of much less 
weight and authority than his predecessor, 
Sir John Simon. Foster’s increased vote is 
owing to the fact that he is well known and 
powerfully supported. He professes to be a 
Liberal in many respects, whereas the last 
Unionist candidate was an obscure Tory. 

COMMERCIAL UNION. 

Howard Vincent proposes to ask the Govern- 
menton Monday whether attention has been

Messrs. Kinealy, Pollard and Drabelle, the 
deteated Democratic nominees, have engaged 
John D. Johnson and Michael Kinealy to act 
as their counsel in the matter of the protest 
filed with Recorder of Voters Williams 
against the issuing of the certificates of elec- 
tion to their successful opponents. At 
a conference, which will be held 
some time this afternoon, Messrs. 


Johnson and Kinealy will advise their clients 
what, in their opinion, are best legal steps to 
be taken to restrain the Recorder from giving 
McGarr and Hoose the much-coveted certifi- 
cates.

OTHER ARTS. 
Speaking generally they ‘are in a condition 


of high development. China, in her palmiest 


days, never produced cloisonne enamels com- 
parable with those now made in Japan. No 
country, indeed, ever manufactured anything 
showing such a combination vf won- 
derful manual dexterity and decor- 
ative instinct. Moreover, this indus- 
try is virtually a new departure. 
In feudal times the productions of Japanese 
workers in enamel were insignificant and un- 
attractive. The art had no recognized status, 
and ite outcome was deservediy neglected. 
But a few years after the opening of Japan to 
foreign trade the prices commanded old 
Chinese enamels in Western markets led en- 
terprising Japanese artiste to turn their at- 
tention in this direction. They were en- 
couraged by foreign speculators, and the re- 
sult was that between 1865 and i872 quite a 
large number of imposing vases, 
plaques, censers, and sv forth, found 
their way to Europe. They were som- 
pre pieces, defective in color, but showing 


elaborate workmanship, and their manoafact- 


urers did not hesitate to employ whatever 
decorative designs were likely to increase the 
vicarious dignity of a piece. The sixteen- 


petalled chrysanthemum and the fve-foil 


pawlownla figured profusely on vessels inno- 


cent of the remotest relation to the Imperial 
family.’’ 


Tou speak enthusiastically of modern Jap- 
anese enamels. Do you think that they have 


reached their acme of development?’’ 


In one direction, yes. t is impossible to 


conceive higher efforts of technical skill and 


elaborate accuracy than the enamels of Kyo- 
to. But in Tokyo a new departure was made 
a few years ago. The artists conceived the 
idea of producing pictures in enamel. In 


these enamels the cloisons are hidden, as far 


as possible. You have a wide fleld of delicate 


color—generally relieved by gradations of 
tint—forming the ground for landscapes, 
floral decoration, snow scenes, and so forth, 
effects of acrial perspective and chiaroscuro 
being obtained with marvellous skill. 


Whether the canons of true art 


are strictly observed in such work 
may be a question. The resuits achieved 
are certainly most beautiful, but the best de- 
signers are not employed anda higher stage 
is evidently attainable. Belonging to the 
same category as these wonderful enamels are 
some of the modern embroideries of Kyoto. 
In that city you find experte who paint with 
their needles. Their best works are scarcely 
distinguishable from pictures on canvas or 
siik. There seems tobe no limit to the ca- 
pacity of the Japanese art artisan. If his 
geniuscan survive organization a wide vista 
of industrial triumphs lies before him. 


GLYPTIC ART. 
In other branches aiso, glyptic art and

Noneof them have 
ever been known to do a day’s work, for they 
depend on what they can steal for a livell- 
hood. Their field of action has been circum- 
scrived of late because the shop-keepers in 
the vicinity have provided themselves with 

A SUPPLY OF FIERCE DOGS 
and the boys have not recently attempted to 
run amuck of these animals to reach the 
stores. They confine themselves more exciu- 
sively to houses that are occupied by women 
alone or break into residences when they know 
that everyone is away, and their record em- 
braces a long list of crimes attempted and 
committed. The residents have been trying 
to break upthe gang for more than a year, 
but they have been woefully unsuccessful. 
They have complained to the police and of the 
police, but it has done no good. The 
patrolman who walked that beat 
haa been there a long time and knew the gung 
well, and the neighbors thought that perhaps 
he winked at their doings, so they applied to 
the authorities to have the officer changed.

The Murder Case of James C. Flynn Must 
Be Tried Again. 


When the Criminal Court opened at 10 
o’clock this morning the jury in the case of 
James ©. Flynn, tried for murder in the 
second degree for killing Patrick Smyth in 
July, 1887, on Garfield and Taylor avenues, 
had not yet agreed upon a verdict.

of diamond drills. 
This has been 
used to some ex- 
tent for many 
years past, but it 
was reserved for 
St. Louis mine- 
owners to turn it 
to its fullest ac- 
count, and for st. Louis manufacturers to pro- 
duce an article in the line of a drill which 
would permit full advantage to be taken 
of this new method of exploration. Searcely 
any one, not a practical miner, appreciates 
the difficulties attending exploration work in 
ground without strong and well-defined 
veins, such as that which exists in Leadville 
and some other Colorado And New Mexico 
mining camps. 
OLD-FASHIONED EXPLORATION. 

Where there is a strong vein, as in the 
mines of Mexico, Utah, Nevada and Califor- 
nia, the rock is an infallible guide to the 
workmen. They may not find pay ore, 
but there is no danger of their going astray 
as long as they keep between the walls, and a 
superintendent, when he has made a thorough 
investigation and reported that no ore ig to be 
found in that vicinity, may be reasonably 
certain that later developments will not 
give him the lie, with the one ex- 
ception of the case where a fault has 
occurred, and then no miner will give 
any decided opinion. But in the Colorado 


bianket formations the exploring shafts os 
levels have nothing to direct them. The ore 
may lie fator be turned up at.an angle of 90 
degrees, and no one can be ceitain on aban- 
duning a prospect that a few strokes of the 
pick may not — up immense wealth to the 
next comer. is was exemplified in the case 
of the Robert E. Lee, the richest mine in pro- 
portion to the territory covered that ever was 
worked in Leadville. It lay between 
three mines, all of which had paid well, but in 
which the ore had run out. They all drive 
discovery levels in every direction without 
striking ore or perceiving any indications of 
it, and finally, when the different workings 
had approached within a short distance of 
each other, operations were stopped and the 
mines abandoned. A little triangular piece of 
ground was left unexplored, ani for several 
years was tegarded as worthiess. At last a 
man, who had made some $8,000 in specula- 
tion, concluded to Ag it, paying $2,000 for the 
strip. Within a month it proved to be the richest 
deposit on Fryer Hill. Exploration levels had 
been driven both above and below it, but as 
it chaneed the rich body of ore had not been 
struck. In one day’s work, when an effort 
was made to get out as much ore as possible, 
over $110,000 were taken out. 

„This ineident, Mr. Rogers went on to 
say, has caused the expenditure of more 
money in Leadville than ever was taken out 
ofthe Lee. Whenever one failed the owners 
of a property would run sbafte and 
levels all over their unexplored 
ground at immense expense, until to-day the 
streets of the underground city far exceed in 
length those of Leadville proper, and fully 
half of them are in barren ground. The ex- 
pense of this mode of exploration was enor- 
mous, but no oue felt like abandoning w: rk 
when a few feet beyond immense wealth 
might ° 

ST. LOUIS ENTERPRISE. 
At this point several st. Louisans, Col. R. 


Kerens prominent among the num 
ber, advanced the idea that the dia- 
mond drill could most profitably 


be substituted for ordinary drifting. No ap- 
pliance ever introduced since the invention of 
the stamp mill has done so much to save 
money to miners. Instead ofa great gallery 
high and wide enough fora man to work in, 
a hole from one totwo inches in diameter is 
substituted, which answers the pu se 
fully as well. With the Artii ground can be 
expiored ata cost from 75 to 90 per cent less 
than the old-fashioned method would have 
cost, and holes can be bored ina 
any direction and atany angle, without the 
necessity of paying the slightest attention to 
the level. In this way ground can be thor- 
oughly explored atavery small cost, and 
many claims are pierced with holes running in 
asmany different directions as the tracks of 
earthworms. The Small Hopes, for instance, 
has one drili-hole over one thousand feet 
deep, with numerous others of lesser extent. 
To have as thoroughly explored the ground in 
the old-fashioned way would have cost mill- 
ions. Other mines have adopted the diamond 
drill, but St. uis is entitled to the honor of 
first having introduced it to general use. 
DIFFICULTIES YET TO BE OVERCOME. 

Two difficulties connected with its use have 
still to be successfully met, the proper method 
of handling quicksand, and an effective means 
of moving the diamond tip of the drill when it 
breaks in the hole. It is — 1 Impossible to 
bore ground where quicksand ls met with, as 
the moment that the drill is withdrawn the 
sand fills the aperture, often being forced to the 
ve top, and of course necessitating the 
commencement of work from the beginning. 
When a drill- point breaks, not an infrequent 
occurrence, and cannot be recovered, work 
has to be stopped,as if another drill is inserted 
the diamond tips slowly but surely grind 
each other to bits, and notafoot of progress 
can be made. This is particularly likely to 
happen in hard rock, and for this reason the 
slow and costly method of shafting and drift- 
ing must be adhered to. If some invertor will 
discover a means by which the diamond drill 
can be recovered after breakage, he will make 
a fortune.’’

A MAN OF SCIENCE DISCUSSES THE SPEED 
OF HORSES. 


Prof. Brewer Thinks That the Maximum 
Speed in Runners and Trotters Has Been 
Reached—Jake Kilrain and Steve Brodie 
Caned and Medaled—Sporting News and 
Notes—Base Ball Chat. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPraTca. 

New Tonk, November 17.—Prof, Brewer 
said, in a recent speech before the National 
Academy of Science: The English thorough- 
bred is a finished breed, and it has undoubt- 
edly arrived at the summit of its excellence. 
There has been practically no new blood in 
this breed since 1700. This breed bas been 
finis hed and completed in two senses: First— 
As to ite grade, hereditary blood and charac- 
ter; and secondly,-as to ite speed, in which 
the limit has been undoubtedly reached. We 
have faster horses than our grandfathers, but 
it ie is not likely that our grandchildren will 
Dave a faster breed than we have now. 

In the case of trotters, there has been a 
steady increase of speed. The fastest record 
is 2:08%. Less than a dozen horses have ever 
trotted in less than 2;14. The best record in 
running was made in Louisville, the time 
being 1:39%.’’ 

The speaker showed a table on which were 
the pumber of horses in the last few years 
which had made a record within five seconds 
of this time. The nearest that any horse 
bes come to this record is 1:40, which 
was done last year. A very large 
number of horses have made their 


record but once. There are many that have 
made as fast time as those that have records, 
but in not winning the race they get no rec- 
ord. The record as it now stands may be low- 
ered. When I said that speed had reacbed its 
maximum I did not think but what better 
time would be made. I think about 1:39 will 
be the speed of runners. Hereafter breeders 
will be expected to keep up this high standard 
of excellence rather than in making better 
time. I believe the thoroughbred has fin- 
ished his evolution.’’

A FATAL FALL, 


Solomon Singleton Falls Five Stories and Is 
Instantly Killed. 


This morning, about 7:30 o’clock, Solomon 
Singleton, acarpenter employed on the new 
seven-story building which is in course of 
erection on Christy avenue, just west of 
Seventh street, fell from the fifth story of the 
bullding, killing himself instantly. A derrick 
bad been erected on the sixth floor overhang- 
ing the open shaft through the six stories of 


the building; by means of this derrick bundles 
of laths, scantlings and other trimmings were 
being hoisted to the fifth floor. It was there 
that Singleton and another young man named 
Ruff were engaged in hauling in the material 
and piling it upon the floor. Singleton had 
been engaged in this work for several days 
and had grown to some extent careless, tak- 
ing hold ofthe rope at times and swingin 
himself out on it. Onlyafew bundles ha 
been brought up this morning when the acci- 
dent occurred. Singleton and Ruff had hold 
of the end of the seantlings and were standing 
on the edge of the shaft, when for some 
reason or other the ends of 
the scantliings spread apart, knockin 
both men over. Ruff struck against a post an 
regained his balance, but Singleton was not 80 
fortunate and went head first down the shaft 
to the first floor, sixty feet below, striking on 
his head and arm. Several men who were 
working on that floor ran to his assistance as 
soon as they realized what had happened, but 
when they picked him up he was dead. The 
proper authorities were immediately notified 
and the body removed to the Morgue. 
Singleton was unmarried and about 20 years 
of age — | come over from England a few 
years ago.

AN ILL-FATED FAMILY. 


THE. MYSTERIOUS TRAGEDY IN. THE 
COMPTON HOUSE, NEW YORE. 


The Victim, a Richly Dressed Woman, Iden- 
tified as the Married Sister of M. Bar- 
reme, Prefect of the Department of the 
Mure, France—The Latter Mysteriously 
Murdered in a Railway Carriage. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DrsraTcH. 

New York, November 17.—One of the most 
terrible and mysterigus tragedies of Paris 
has just had its latest parallel in this city. On 
the 4th of October a richly dressed, unknown 
woman was found dead in the Compton 
House, Third avenue and Twenty-fourth 
street, On a small table at the foot of the bed 
stood 4 tumbler containing a green powder, 
traces of which also lingered about the dead 
woman’s tightly fclosed lips, The body was 
clad in a handsome night-robe and her cloth- 
ing was methodically disposed about the 
room. It was of the finest materials, and 
would seem to indicate at least that want had 
not driven her to do the deed. The woman 
was rather stout and she had brown hair, 
gray eyes and perfect teeth. Her features 
were rather coarsé. Her hands were not 
those of a working woman. She wore a 
nicely-made, apparently new, Diack silk 
dress, a dark blue close fitting cloak, six 
button slate-colored gloves, white stockings 
which had been neatly darned, and white 
underclothing. She had gold ear-rings, of 
ball pattern, a gold dar lace pin, 
with a gold dall pendant. Two 
gold rings were on the woman’s fingers, one 
of plain gold, rounded on the outside and 
with the maker’s stamp, A. C. B. on the 
inside; the other, with a double row of twelve 
small turquoises, one of which bad been lost. 
The body was removed to the Morgue, and 
not being identified was buried in Potters’ 
field. The clerks at the Compton House said 
thatthe woman dad never been there be- 
fore and that no one had any idea who she 
was. 

The initials ‘‘A. O. B.“ in the ring stand for 
the name Almant COalvel-Barreme, and the 
dead woman, it now seems reasonably certain, 
was the married sister of M. Barreme, Prefect 
or Governor of the Department of the Eure, 
France, who was murered ina railway car- 
riage on the way from Paristo Evereux Jan- 
wary 13, 1886. 

Not only has every attempt to discover the 
murderer been discouraged and even obstruct 
ed by the authorities, but a pitiless fate seems 
to have pursued all those members of the 


dead Governor’s family who showed any 
disposition to run his assailanttoearth. Of 
the two surviving brothers, the elder was in- 
carcerated in the mad-house of Montede- 
— ny where he was done to death by the 
brutal keepers, while the younger was found 
lifeless one night in the gutter and was offi- 
cially declared to have succumbed to an 
aneurism of the heart. The handsome and 
vigorous old fatber became suddenly ili and 
expired after only a few hours’ sickness, 
Thereupon the doctors declared that he had 
DIED OF A BROKEN HEART, 

if, indeed, such athing really exists. Mme. 
Calvel, the only sister of tbe murdered pre- 
fect, disappeared from Paris toward the end 
of last summer. The friends of the family 
have been informed that she committed sui- 
cide in this — in the early part of October. 
She is the suicide of the Compton House. 
— 7 the French bourgeoisie, and in fact all 
over the continent,it is customary for married 
couples to take the maiden name of the wife 
and that of the husband. The name of M. 
Barreme’s brother-in-law was Calvel, and 
hence they were usually known as M. and 
Mme. Calvel-Barreme. She was the last vie- 
tim, but more remain. Ali the family have 
fallen a prey to the relentiess murderer of the 

ovular Prefect of the Eure, except Mme. 

arreme, the widow and her boy, a lad of 16, 
who spends his whole time in searching the 
newspapers for any mention of his father’s 
name and in practicing with the foils and 
with the pistol, in order that some day he may 
be able to avenge his parent’s death. 

The murder of the Governor was committed, 
as stated above, on January 13, 1886. He had 
been in Paris reciving the personal 
instructions of M. Sarrien, the newly 
appointed Minister of the Interior, and was on 
his way to Evereux, the capitoi of the district, 
under his orders. About twenty minutes out 
of Paris the railway runs over an iron bridge 
built across the Seine. Within a few hours of 
his departure from the metropolis the corpse 
of M. Barreme was floating in the river within 
100 yards of the bridge. The eyes were closely 
bandaged with a red silk hannkerchiefand the 
skull was completely amashed in. The doctors 
who exaniined the body *xpressed the opinion 
that M. Barreme had been murdered with a 
bludgeon or life-preserver, and that the very 
first blow had proved fatal. It was also shown 
that life was extinct at the moment when the 
remains were huried into the river. The 
pocket-book of the dead man had disap- 

eared, but his watch and his money,amount- 

ng to abouta couple of hundred dollars, were 
untouched. 

Owing to the prominent rank of the mur- 
dered prefect the crime created an immense 
sensation at the time, and for the space of a 
month constituted almost the sole topic of 
conversation in the capital. The President of 
the Republic addressed a letter of coudolence 
to the widow, while the Prime Minister and 
the entire Cabinet attended the funeral. The 
— life and character of the Governor had 

een entirely free from any trace of reproach 
or blemish, and he was,esteemed and respec- 
ted by the ministers under whom he had 
served as having been one of the mostefiicient 
and capable administrators of the whole corps 
of provincial Governors. 

DETECTIVES AT WORK. 

A large number of experienced detectives 
were detailed to work up the case. The first 
clue which they discovered was that just be- 
forethe train sta m the western ter- 
minus at Paris a gentleman most elegantly 
dressed had inguired of the station officials 
whether Gov. Burreme was aboard, and that 
on being answered in the affirmative he had 

urchased a ticket and jumped on the train. 

everal arrests were made, among their nam- 
ber being that of avery prominent financier, 
a native of the Gironde, whose appearance 
tallied exactly with that given by the officials 
at the station of the man who had inquired 
for The information ob- 
tained the widow went to 
confirm suspicion of the 
police against this prisoner, who was as- 
serted to have bornea bitter grudge against 
the murdered man. Mme. Barreme stated 
that this hatred was due to the fact of her 
husband's refusalto lend his official support to 
a scheme promoted by the prisoner and which 
the Governor regarded as shady in appear- 
ance. Suddenly, however, the police were 
instructed to cease ail their researches in this 
particular direction and turn attention to 
other clues of a far more vague and shadowy 
nature, and the prisoner, who besides being 
an infinnential financier was a leading mem- 
ber of the Masonic fraternity, was quietly 
set ut . With w view 
of diverting bile attention from this 
strange conduct of the Government, Various 
theories were started by the police and com- 
municated by them tothe press. According 
to one, there was a woman at the bottom of 
the whole thing. The whole of M. Barreme“s 
life and his unblemished reputation were 
there, however, to contradict this notion. Be- 
sides, as his wife very justly pointed out, his 
position in the department of the Eure, and 
the fact of his being personally known to all 
the railway officials on the line between Paris 
and Evereux, were sufficient to prevent 90 
cautious a man from go.spromising himself in 
such a manner. Anotber theory put forward 
by the police was to the effect that M. Barreme 
might have been killed by one of bis own or 
his wife’s relatives. ut here again the 
widow explained that nothing was to be 
ained by the crime. One ot her cousins had 
nher! the bulk ot the pro nin 
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Chamber of Deputies with aview to forcing 
the authorities to resume their Inguiries in the 
only possible right direction. The reason 
which prevented her from acting thus is rather 
discreditable to the French Government. 
The murdered prefect had been, through- 
out the whole of bis long career, an 
official of the most irreproachable honesty, 
and left his family almost penniless at his 
death. The only means of liviihood which re- 
mained to Mme. Barreme for her own support 
and for the education of her boy was the small 
pension to which she was entitied as the 
widow of a prefect who had died in office. It 
was, however, pretty plainly intimated to her 
that difficulties would be raised about the pay- 
ment of the pension if she took any further 
steps to discover her husband’s murderer, or 
if she made any appeal to Parliament or 
to the public in the matter. For the 
sake of her child, she was obliged 
at the time to abstain from all fur- 
ther publie attempts to avenge her husband. 
This did not, however, prevent the lady and 
her husband’s relatives from sticking to the 
treck of the suspected murderer with all the 
tenacity of biood-hounds, and they have 
vowed that, in spite of every obstacle, they 
will yet trace the assassin to his lair and ob- 
tain such evidence as will render it impossible 
for the Government to refuse any longer to 
do them justice. 

The mysterious personage in question is 
perfectly aware that he isan object of suspl- 
cion, and the sudden deaths in rapid succes- 
sion of eo many of M. Barreme’s relatives 
lead many to believe that he has not been a 
stranger to the methods adopted for getting 
rid of his pursuers.
